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The New Jerusalem Church. 
FROM DICKEN’S HOUSEHOLD WORDS. 


Everybody has heard of Swedenborg 
and the Swedenborgians; but few know 
that the New Jerusalem Church (as this 
sect call themselves) although based on 
revelations, claiming to be divine, almost as 
improbable as those of Mahomet himself, 
is now, at the end of a hundred years, grow- 
ing and spreading not only among ourselves 
and in our colonies, but in many parts of 
Europe and America; and that numbers of 
intelligent and even learned men are found 
among its votaries. 


Emanuel Swedenborg was no vulgar fa- 
natic. He was distinguished by his social 
position, his eminence in science and litera- 
ture, his active pursuits as a man of the 
world, and his high personal character du- 
ring his whole life. He was the son of a 
Lutheran bishop, and was born at Stock- 
holm in sixteen hundred and eighty-eight. 
He distingushed himself in the physical 
sciences and the practical arts ‘connected 
with them? and his various works in math- 
ematics, chemistry, and physiology hold a 
high place in the literature of the day. — 
He received honors from the principle sci- 
entific bodies of Europe, and was appoint- 
ed by Charles XII, Inspector General of 
the mines, as a reward for important ser- 
vices rendered by him to the King. The 
royal favor was continued to bim by Charle’s 
successor, Queen Ulrica, by whom he was 
ennobled by the title of Baron. Such was 
bis life till three score and ten, when he 
suddenly renounced the world, resigned his 
public offices, and began to proclaim his 
celestial mission, which, according to his 
own account, he had received some years 
before. 


In the preface to one of bis mystical 
treatises (De Coelo et Inferno,) he says, 
“I was dining very late at my lodgings in 
London, (1743) and was eating heartily. 
When I was finishing my meal, I saw a sort 
of mist around me, and the floor covered 
with hideous reptiles. They disappeared: 
the mist cleared up; and I saw plainly, in 
the midst of a vivid light, a man sitting in 
the corner of the room, who said witha 
terrible voice, ‘Don’t eat so much.“ Dark- 
ness again gathered around me—it was dis- 
sipated by degrees, and I found myself alone. 
The following night the same man, radiant 
with light, appeared to me and said: I the 
Lord, the Creator, and the Redeemer, have 
chosen thee to explain to mankind the in- 
ward and spiritual sense of the Holy Scrip- 
tures, and I shall dictate what thou art to 
write. That night the eyes of my inner 
man were opened, and enabled to look into 
heaven, the world of spirits, and hell; and 
there I saw many persons of my acquain- 
tance, some dead long before and others re- 
cently.” He spent the latter years of his 
life in publishing, in quick succession, a 
multitude of works, reporting his conversa- 
tions with God, angels and spirits of the 
dead, and describing visits, not only to the 
planets of our solar system, but to the fix- 
ed stars in the remotest regions of the uni- 
verse. He always speaks as an eye or an 
ear witness! Such is what the Lord hath 
revealed to me: such is what angels have 
told me. He relates with minuteness bis 
dialogues and disputations with the beings 
of other worlds; describes their personal 


Swedenborg did not reject the authority of 
the Seriptures. On the contrary, he made 
them the foundation of his doctrines. Ex- 
pounded them in the spiritual sense revealed 
to him, for the first time, by direct commu- 
nication with the world of spirits. The 


tians, though none of them, we believe, now 
hold communion with any Christian sect. 
They are united under the denomination of 
The New Jerusalem Church—a body, which 
in Great Britain alone has several thousand 
members, They have places of worship in 
London and most of the principal towns. 
Their church has a regular Constitution, 
holds annual Conferences in the metropolis, 
and has its own liturgy and ritual modelled 
on the forms of the Church of England.

is friends in Europe. Either on the day 
or the day but one after his arrival I was 
led to call upon him, not as the bearer of 
an illustrious name or the inheritor of an 
imperial title, but as a stranger and an ex- 
ile without a personal friend in the country 
or a letter of introduction. I was the more 
readily induced to this from representations 
made to me by a near relative, in whose fam- 
ily he had already passed an evening, of 
the deep interest his appearance and whole 
manner had excited in those who then met 
him. The call was reciprocated with a 
promptness and cordiality I had not antici- 
pated, and in a very brief period led to an 
intercourse which was almost daily for some 
two months, which ended only when we 
parted from each other off Sandy Hook, 
on board the packet which returned him to 
Europe. 

The association was not that of hours 
only, but of days, and on one occasion at 
least, of days in succession, and was char- 
acterized by a freedom of conversation on 
a great variety of topics, that could scarce 
fail, under the ingenuousness and frankness 
of his manner, to put me in possession of 
his views, principles, and feelings upon most 
points that give insight to character. I 
never heard a sentiment from him and nev- 
er witnessed a feeling that could detract 
from his honor and purity as a man or his 
dignity as a prince; on the contrary, I of- 
ten had occasion to admire the lofty thoughts 
and exalted conceptions which seemed most 
to occupy his min 

His favorite topics when we were alone 
were his uncle, the Emperor, his mother, 
and others of his immediate family, in whom 
he had been deeply interested; his own rela- 
tions to France by birth and 5 reg- 
istry; the inducements which led to the 
attempted revolution at Strasburgh, the 
causes of its failure, and his chief ‘support 
under the mortification of the result— 
“the will of God,” (to use his own words, ) 
“through adirect interposition of his Provi- 
dence; the time had not yet come!” 

He seemed ever to feel that his personal 
destiny was indissolubly linked with France; 
or, as his mother Hortense expressed it in 
her will, to know his position;” and the 
euthusiasm with which at times he gave 
utterance to his aspirations for the prosper- 
ity, the happiness, and the honor of his 
country, and to the high purposes which he 
designed to accomplish for her as a ruler, 
amounted, in words, voice, and manner, to 
positive eloquence, Had I taken notes of 
some of these conversations they would be 
considered now, when his visions of power 
and earthly glory are realized, scarcely less 
epigrammatic and elevated in thought, or, 
as related to himself, less prophetic, than 
many which have been recorded from the 
lips of the exile of St. Helena. 

He was winning in the invariableness of 
his amiability, often playful in spirits and 
manner, and warm in bis affections. He 
was a most fondly attached son, and seem- 
ed to idolize his mother. When speaking

I doubt not that funds were waiting 
his arrival, or, if not, were readily at his 
command.
